It muſt be ſuppoſed, that you have 
already been made Partaker of one of 
theſe two Sacraments, ——vzz. That of 
Baris, by which you were admitted 
into the Congregation of Chriſt's Flock, 
—— were reſtored to the Favour of 
God, and had the Holy Sprrit com- 
municated to you, for a Principle of a 
new and ſpiritual Life; in order to 
awaken you, and to direct and aſſiſt 
that natural Reaſon, with which God 
has endued all Mankind. 

But foraſmuch as you have done 
many Things contrary to the Promiſe 
made in your Name, when you were 
baptized, — and will ſtand in need of 
greater Degrees of Grace and Aſſiſtance, 
to enable you to refiſt the Temptations 
of the World, the Fleſh, and the Devil, 
and to do your Duty in that State of 
Life, unto which the Providence of 
God ſhall call you; You are there- 
fore now called upon to be Partaker of 
the other Sacrament, — That of the 
[0RD's SUPPER ; by which, upon your 
ſincere Repentance, you may obtain 
tne Pardon of 1 your palt Sins, aud

3 
bach other Graces as you ſtand in need 
of, to bring you to eternal Life and 
0 ZHappineb. 
Take care therefore, that you W 
ſtand what you are called to, as well as 
q vou are able; and God expects no 
more. — | 
For if you go to the Lord's Supper 
without confidering the Reaſon of that 
Ordinance, and the very great Concern 
you have in it, — without ſeeing the 
Neceſſity and Bleſſing of a Redeemer, 
you will go with Indifference, and re- 
turn without ſuch Benefit as you might 
' otherwiſe hope for. 
Io prevent this, you ſhould- ſeriouſly 
- conſider what Account the Holy Scrip- 
_ tures have given us of the Condition 
we are in, both with reſpect to this 
Life, and the Life which is to come. 
That is, — That we are by Nature 
Sinners; and that, as ſuch, God cannot 
take Pleaſure in us. And that if we 
die, before we are reſtored to His Fa- 
vour, we ſhall be ſeparated from Him, 
and miſerable for ever.

This will lead you to inquire, how 


the Nature of Man came to be thus 


diſordered, and prone to Evil; for you 


muſt not imagine, that God, who is 
infinitely good, created Man in ſuch 
a State of Corruption, as you now ee 


and feel him to be; but that he muſt 


have fallen into this wretched Condi- 


tion, ſince he came out of the Hands of 


his Creator. 


And ſo the Scripture informs us. — 


In the Third Chapter of Genefis, we 


have this following Account of the 


State of Man, Before, and After the 
Fall: 


That Adam and Eve, from whom 
ſprang all Mankind, were created in 
the Image of God; that is, holy and 
innocent; having 4 perfect Knowlege + 
of their Duty, a Command of their 
Will and Affection, and a Power, © 
through the Grace of God, 0 do what 
they ſaw fit to be done. 
In this Condition they were placed 
in Paradiſe, in a State of Trial, with _ 
a Promiſe of immortal Life and -Hap- 
pineſs, if they ſhould continue to fear,

to love, to honour, and obey their Crea- 
tor; as alſo with an expreſs Warning 
of the dreadful Confequence of their 
Z Diſobedience. 
” Notwithſtanding which Warning, 
they, through the Temptation of the 
Devil, tranſgreſſed the Commands of 
' God; and, by doing ſo, they did not 
> only forfeit all Right to the Promiſe of 
- eternal Life and Happineſs, but alſo 
— = contracted ſuch a Blindneſs in the Un- 
dierſtanding, ſuch a Diforder in their 
he Will and Afe&ions, as all their Poſte- 
rity feel to their Sorrow ; and became 
ſubject to Sin, and the Puniſhment of 
nm Sin, which is Miſery and Death. 
Concerning the Nature and Great- 
neſs of this Sin, we are to judge of it 
% by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment in- 
flicted upon them, and their Poſterity: 
„ For God, being infinitely Fuſt and 
Holy, could not inflit a Puniſhment 
greater than their Sin deſerved. 
4. Now this was the Occafion of that 
univerſal Corruption and Wickedneſs,

„and which you cannot but, in ſome 


meaſure,

meaſure, feel in your own Nature :— 


For, as the Scripture informs us, Gen, 
v. 3. Adam begat his Children in his 
own Likeneſs; that is, with ſuch a 
depraved Nature as his was then be- 


come. 

And now conſider into what a ſad 
Condition theſe unhappy Offenders had 
brought themſelves; and remember that 
this 1s your own Condition, and the 
Condition of all their Poſterity. 

The Law of Nature and Reaſon was 
full in Force, and could not poſſibly be 
diſpenſed with. At the fame time 
they found by ſad Experience, that, as 
St. Paul deſcribes the fallen State of 
Man, there was a Law in their Mem- 
bers warring againſt the Law of their 
Mind ; fo that the Good which they 
would, they did not; but the Evil 
that they would not, that they did, 
Rom. vii. 

There could not ſure be a Condition 
more deplorable than this: To live 
only to contract evil Habits; and, by 
doing ſo, —To increaſe their Guilr, — 
To diſ pleaſe their Creator, —and, To

And now this Promiſed Redeemer 
being come, he firſt ſhewed by his own 
Example, recorded in the Goſpel, how 
Men mult live, ſo as to pleaſe God. 
And the Law of Nature, as well as the 


Law of Mo/es, having thro' Sin been 


much obſcured and perverted, he eu- 


plained them, and gave us ſuch other 
Laws and Rutes, as were abſolutely 


neceſſary — to mend our Nature, — 


to reſtore us to the Image of God, — 


to keep us from Backſliding, and to 
fit us for Heaven and Happineſs. 


And becaule in the Decrees of God, 


s was before obſerved, Without ſhed- 
ding of Blood, there could he no Re- 
miſſion of Sin; and it being impoſſible, 
that the Blood or Life of any other 
Creature, or of any mortal Man, could 
take away the Guilt and Puniſhment 
due to Sin ; our gracious God, both 


to give to Mankind the greateſt Token 


ef his Love, and, at the ſame time, to

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ſhew how great his Hatred to Sin is, 
by the Greatneſs of the Puniſhment ir 
required, He ſent his own Son to be 
the Propitiation for our Sins; that is.

he had declared againſt Sinners. 

And his Son (Bleſſed for ever be 
his Goodneſs!) knowing how dread- 
fully ſad the Condition would be of all 
ſuch, who ſhould live and die under 
the Diſpleaſure of God, and what un- 
conceivable Happineſs they would de- 
prive themſelves of; he therefore, 
moved with Compaſſion for ſo great 


a Calamity, undertook to obtain their 


Pardon, 

In order to this, he cloathed himſelf 
with our Fleſh, that, as Man, He might 
ſuffer what our Sins had deſerved; and, 
as he was the Son of God, he might 
make a full and ſuitable Satisfaction 
to the Divine Juſtice, offering himſelf 
a Sacrifice tor the Sins of the whole 
World: And, for the Joy of delivering 
ſo many Millions of Souls from Mi- 
ſcry, he endured the Death of the

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Croſs, and all the Afflictions leading | 
to it, which we find recorded in the | 
Goſpel. 

And, by this worthy Sacrifice, all 
Mankind are reſtored to the Favour of 
God, and put into a Way and State of 


Salvation; God having, for his Son's 
fake, promiſed to pardon all ſuch as 
ſhall repent, and forſake their Sins, 
and bring forth Fruits meet for Re. 


pentance; — As alſo to give his Holy

fire him; — And, laſtly, to make them

In Obedience therefore to this Com- 
mand. of Jeſus Chriſt, who has deli- 
vered us from a much greater Bondage 
than that of Egypt, —The Chriſtian 
Church keeps up the Memory of His 
Lode, his Sacrifice, and his Sufferings 
and Death, after this ſolemn manner: 

_ Firſt, As an Acknowlegement, that 
our Lives, and all that we eat or drink 
to preſerve them, are owing to the 
Bounty of God, we preſent upon 51g 
Table, by the Hands of his own Mi- 
niſter, a Portion of his Creatures, the 
beſt we have for the Support and Com- 
fort of our natural Lite, namely, Bread 
and Vine. — After this, the Bread 
and Wine are conſecrated, the Bread 
is broken, and che Mine poured out, 
to repreſent the Death of Chriſt, whoſe 
Body was broken, and whoſe Blood. 
was ſhed, for us. + 


D Then 
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Then the Miniſter of GOD, as the 
Steward of Chriſt's Houſhold, applies 
theſe Bleſſings to every Perſon who re- 
ceives this Sacrament, in this deyout 
Prayer : — The Body and Blood of 
Chrift, which were given and ſhed fur 
Thee, preſerve thy Body and Soul unto 7 
everlaſting Life. vo 

And we may be aſſured of it, that 
bis Sacrament will be to every wor- 
thy Communicant, what the Tree of 

Life would have been unto Adam and 
Eve in Paradiſe : — And that as 7hey, 
had they continued obedient, would 
have been in no Danger of temporal 
Death ; even ſo we, while we feed on 
this Bread now endued with a Life- 
giving Spirit, and live as we ought to do, 
are in no Danger of Death eternal! 

Theſe being Pledges to aſſure us, 
that as certainly as Bread and Wine do 
nouriſh our Bodies, ſo do theſe ſeal to 
us all the Benefits which Jeſus Chriſt 
hath purchaſed for us, by his Sacrifice 
and Death. 

And when any Chriſtian does wil- 

fully, and for want of Faith, deprive 
him- 


to the Lord's Supper. 21 


himſelf of this Spiritual Food, he falls, 
as our firſt Parents did, into a State 
purely natural, and deſtitute of the 
Means of Grace and Salvation. 

For the Happineſs of the World, and 
of every Soul in it, depends upon the 
Sacrifice of Chriſt ; of which we are 
bound to keep up the Remembrance 
after this ſolemn manner: 

That, whenever we pray for any Fa- 
vour or Bleſſing, we may remember 
do doit za bis Name — That, when- 
ever we are ſo unhappy, as to have 
done any thing which may diſpleaſe 
Sod, we may remember to pray to be 
forgiven for Chriſt's ſake. 

For God grants whatever we aſk, 
and which he ſees to be for our Good, 
| when we aſk in Paith, that is, in bis 
Son Name; and therefore the Church 
> concludes all her Prayers in theſe moſt 
= prevailing Words. For Feſus Chriſt's 
oy te. 
> In one Word, we do by this Sacra- 
ment keep up a continual Correſpond- 

} ence with our Lord in Heaven; and 
= hold Communion with him, and with 
+ D 2 1 
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all the Members of his Body, which 
receive Nouriſhment and Growth from 
Him, as. the Branches from the Tree, 
in which they are grafted, and from 
which when they are ſeparated, they 
can bear no Fruit, and are only fit ro 
be burned. 

And as every Chriſtian is obliged, 
at the Peril of his Soul, to obſerve it, 
ſo the Duty muſt be ſuch, as every one, 
even the moſt unlearned, may under- 
ſtand, if it is not his own Fault. 

And ſo indeed it is: For as an Iſrael- 
ite, Levit. i. 4. under the Law, being 
obliged to lay his Hand upon che Head 7 
of his Sacrifice, confefling his Sins, and 
laying them, as it were, upon that 
Creature——as he did eaſily underſtand, 
that this was to ſhew him, that Death 


was the due Reward of Sin; that this * 
ought to humble him befalie God, and 


to give him the greateſt Abhorrence | . 
of Sin, which could not be pardoned 
but by the Lofs of the Life of an inno- 


cent Creature: 
As this was plain to the meaneſt 


Iſraclite, even ſo the moſt unlearned 
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Chriſtian, when he confiders, that our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt became a Sacrifice 
for us, and that on Him all our Sins 
were laid, — on Him who knew no 
Sin ;—he will eaſily underſtand how 
ſad our Condition was, which required 
ſuch a Sacrifice: That this therefore 
ought to humble us, —-To lead us to 
Repentance, — To make us fearful of 
offending God, — And to abhor thoſe 
Sins which coſt Jeſas Chrijt his Life, 
before God could be prevailed with to 
pardon them. | 
He will alſo eafily underſtand, that 
the Love of Chrift, and the Remem- 
brance of his Death, ought to be very 
dear to us; and that the oftener we re- 
member it, in the manner he ordained, 
the more Graces we ſhall receive from 
God: The firmer will be our Faith, the 
ſſurer our Pardon, and the more com- 
fortable our Hopes of meeting Him, not 
as an Enemy, but as a Friend, at whoſe 
Table we have been ſo often entertained. 
And now if you have conſidered 
what you have read with any Degree of 
Attention, you will pauſe awhile, —

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for this Mercy, after ſome ſuch manner 
as this following:

A® the above Account of this holy 
4£ A Ordinance is eaſy to be under- 
ſtood, even by the moſt unlearned 
Chriſtian ; ſo the Preparation required 
is ſuch, as will neither puzzle the Un- 
derſtanding, nor burden the Memory, 
nor take up too much of the Time, of 
thoſe that are engaged in the moſt ne- 
ceſſary Employments of Life. 

The Church had regard to all her 
Members, when ſhe gave this ſhort and 
plain Direction to ſuch as prepare to go 
to the Lord's Supper :

The FIRST HEAD on which you are 
to examine yourſelf, is concerning 
your REPENTAN CE. | 


BY what you have W heard 
eine the Fall of Man, you 
underſtand how all Men became ſub— 
ject and prone to Sin ; and you cannot 
but feel it to be ſo by ſad Experience. 
We are aſſured alſo, and this by the 
Spirit of God, that without a ſincere 
Repentance no Man muſt hope to > be 


ſaved. 


Now by Repentance you are to un- 
derſtand a Man's condemning himſelf, 
for having done any thing diſpleabng 
to God ;—either ſuch Things as God 
has forbidden, to keep us from ruining 
ourſelves; or by omitting ſuch Duties 
as he has commanded, in order to fit 
us for Happineſs when we die. 

So that if either the Fear of God's 
Diſpleaſure, or a Love of Him who 
has been ſo good to you, will weigh 
with you, you will moſt heartily con- 

demn 
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demn yourſelf for every thing you 
have done contrary to his Will and 
Command. A 

You will alſo beg him moſt earneſt- Þ 
ly, to forgive you what is paſt; and | 
you will promiſe and reſolve, through | 
his Grace and Help, not wilfully ro 
offend him again. _ 

And, laſtly, you will not forget ro 
pray for his Grace every Day of your 
Life; without which your beſt Reſo- 
lutions will come to nothing.

This is that Repentance, concerning vx 
which you are required to examine BY

Moſt People, 'tis true, are ready to 
own, that they are Sinners, and cry, 
Lord, Forgive us; and this too often 
without any great Concern, or Pur- 
poſes of Amendment.

viii, 32.— Can there be a greater, a 
ſurer Pledge of the Love of God for 
his poor Creatures? — He made him 
to be Sin (that is, a Sin-offering) :>— 
He delivered him to Death in our ſtead : 
Can we, after this, doubt of, or 
diſtruſt, the Mercy of God? 

Obſerve the Method St. Paul takes 
to confirm our Faith, by giving us the 
ſtrongeſt Proofs of our Acceptance with 
God: — God, ſaith he, commended his 
Love to us, in that, while we were 
Enemies, we were reconciled to Him, 
by the Death of bis Son.——Much more, 
being reconciled, we ſhall be ſaved by 
his Life. Rom. v. 10. What may 
we not, after this, hope for from 


In ſhort, jeſus Chriſt has redeemed 


us from the Curſe of the Law. Tro 
bim we have Peace with God. Rom. 
v. 1.— This is the only Foundation of 


our Faith, our Hope, and Confidence. 


F our 
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our Advocate; the Knowlege of which 
ought to remove all Occaſions of De- 
air and Fear, from the Diſpleaſure 
of God. 

Indeed, if we ſhould attempt to go 
to God, without an Intereſt in Chriſt, 
we could hope for nothing but to be 
rejected; but when we go to him, as 
redeemed by his own Son, — and repre- 
ſent to him, as we do in this Holy Sa— 
crament, what He has done and ſuffered 
for us, we approach him as intirely re- 
conciled to us. EH 

But then you muſt remember, that 
he gave himſelf for us, and hath re- 
deemed us from the Power of the De- 
vil, for this End, that he may purify 
unto himſelf a People conſecrated to his 
Service. — Conſecrate therefore your- 
ſelf to Jeſus Chriſt, and with faithful 
Abraham ſtagger not at the Promiſes 
of God; but go to this Sacrament with 
a full Aſſurance of Faith, that God will 
pardon your Sins, and give you all the 


Graces you ſhall ſtand in need of, — |? 
Only remember, that this Faith itſelf 
is the Gift of God, and muſt be prayed 
for,

OW this will always bear ſome 
Proportion to the Senſe you have 
of the Evil he has delivered you from, 
and the Bleſing he has by his Death 
procured for you. : 
Conſider therefore yourſelf as a poor, 
ſnful, loft, undone Creature, without a 
Redeemer. — Conſider what that Re- 
deemer has done for you :—— What he 
did, and what he ſuffered, when he took 
upon himſelf to anſwer for the Sins of 
Men. TY | "op 
Conſider that he was the Son off 
God, that He had done no Wrong, nei: 
ther was Guile found in his Mouth; not- 
withſtanding this, being to anſwer for |? 
=_ - Sinnen, 
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Sinners, He was treated and punifhed 
as a. Sinner deſerves fo be : — He was 


deſpiſed !— Set at nought ! — Perſe- 


cuted and rejected by his own People, 
whom he came to redeem! _ 

He was betrayed by his own Diſci- 
ple; falſly accuſed! Unrighteouſly 
condemned Unmercifully /courged ! 
—— Had a Murderer preferred before 
him Was crucified as a Malefactor; 
and, in the very midſt of his Torments, 
was molt inhumanly reviled ! 

Conſider the Reaſon of all this 
It was not only to ſatisfy the Juſtice of 
God for the Sins of Men, and procure 
their Pardon upon their Repentance and 
future Obedience; but allo to ſhew 


Mankind, what Treatment Sin, and 


Sinners, who have rebelled againſt their 
Maker, do deſerve; and to teach 
us, when God orders or permits us Sin- 
ners to undergo ſuch Indignities and 


Afflictions, in this our State of Trial, 


that we ought to take our Croſs pa- 
tiently, as our Redeemer did; and be 
content, and even pleaſed, to fulfil the 


Will of God, in following his Example 
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in his Sufferings in this Life, that we 
may be Partakers of his Glory in the 


Dext. 


In the next Place, conſider the Bleſſ- 
1098s which Jeſus Chriſt hath by his 
Death obtained for us.——He hath de- 
livered us from the great Power which 
the Devil had over Mankind, by pro- 
curing us Grace to reſiſt and overcome 
him.—- He hath prevailed with God 
—— To overlook the Untowardneſs of 
our Nature; To pardon our greateſt 
Offences, upon our true Repentance : 
And, being by his Death recon- 
cited to God, we have, for his ſake, 
free Liberty to apply to him, as CHil- 
dren to a Father, for what we ſtand 
in need of. | 

He has alſo obtained for us the Aſ- 
fiſtance of an Aimighty Spirit, to en- 
able us to know, and to do, what is 
neceſſary to fit us for Heaven and Hap- 
pineſs: And he has prevailed with 
God, that theſe ſhall be our certain 
Portion, if we are not wanting to our- 
ſelves —— In one Word, Jetus Chriſt 

has 
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upon all neceſſary Aſſiſtance.

tice, that the two great Ends of 

this Ordinance, mentioned in Scripture, 
alc; —— | 

The Fire, To keep up the Remem- 
brance of Chriſt's Death till his Com- 
ing again. — 

The Second, To be a ſolemn Token 
of our Communion with Jeſus Chriſt, 
and of our.Un:on and Charity with all 
his Family. 

To this End he has ordained, that 
as all Chriſtians, High and low, rich 
and poor, ſhall make up one Body, of 
which he is the Head; — and one Fa- 
mily, of which he is the Maſter 
So they ſhould all eat at one Table, 

of 
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of one Bread, as a Sign of that Love, 
and Peace, and Priendſhip, and Read:- 
neſs to help one another, as Occaſion 
ſhall require, and as Members of the 
ſame Body will naturally do. 

And indeed your Acceptance with 
God will very much depend upon your 


hearty Good-will for every Chriſtian, 


and . all Mankind. 
Therefore you muſt take eſpecial 
Care, leſt there be any Perſon with 


whom you are not at Peace ;--- Whom 


you cannot forgive, and pray for, and 
do him all the Good that can in reaſon

And that 
you be ready to forgive every Perſon,

bring the dreadful Sentence mentioned 
in Matt. xviii. Thou wicked Servant, I 
A thee all thy Debt: & houldft not 
thou 
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thou have had Compaſſion on thy Fellow- 


ſervant, even as 1 had Pity on thee? 


And the Lord was wroth, and delivered 
bim to the Tormentors. 
| And, laſtly, you are to take care, 
| that you love, not in Word only, but in 
| Deed, and in Truth; that is, that you 
do Good, as well as give good Words; 
and relieve Jeſus Chriſt in his poor 
Members. ; 

And believe it for a certain Truth, 


that a charicable and forgiving Tem- 


per is not near fo beneficial to any 
body, as to him that hath it; 7# being 
more bleſſed to give, than to receive; 
and to forgive, than to inſiſt upon Sa- 
tisfaction for Injuries and Wrongs done 
to us; Acts xx. 35. 53 

| This being fo neceſſary a Grace, you 
will not fail to beg of God moſt ear- 
neſtly to vouchſafe it you.

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Y this time you ſee the Reaſon of 
this Inſtitution ; the Neceſſity, as 
well as the invaluable Bing, of ob- 
ſerving it religiouſly ; and the Manner 
of preparing yourſelf for it, as often as 
you have an Opportunity. 

And remember, that the oftener you 
look into the State of your Soul, in or- 
der to go to this Ordinance, the lefs 
Trouble you will have to make your 
Peace with God, when you come to 
die; and the leſs Danger you will be 
in, of falling into a State of Sin and 
Security, which has been the Ruin of 
an infinite Number of Souls. 

Beſides this, you will have the great- 
eſt Comfort of Life, when you perceive, 
that you are ſtill growing in Grace, 
and tending to that Perfection, which 
muſt fit you for Heaven, 


On 
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On the other hand, if you turn your 
Back upon this Ordinance, it muſt be 
becauſe you will not be at the Pains to 
underſtand your Duty, your Intereſt, 
and your Danger. 

Jou have not conſidered, that there 

is no Pardon, no Grace, no Salvation, 
to be hoped for, but by pleading with 
_ God what his Son hath done, and ſuf- 
fered, and merited for us, and in the 
manner he has ordained, 


And if you will conſult your own 
Conſcience, it will tell you, That ſome 
of theſe are the frue, though moſt 
wretched Cauſes of your Contempt of 
this Command of your Saviour's : 

Either you live in ſome known Sin, 
or ungodly Way of Life, which you 
cannot reſolve to forſake : — Og, you 
are not willing to renew your Vows 
made in Baptiſm:——Or, which is ge- 
nerally the Caſe, — You have no real 
Concern for your Soul ; only-you de- 
lude yourſelf with ſome faint Purpoſes 
and Hopes, that ſome time or other 
you will become a new Man. 


In 
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In the mean time you are guilty of 
a Sin too like the denying the Lord that 
bought you. — You bring an evil Re- 
port upon an Ordinance of Chriſt, as 
if it were not worth obſerving : ——- 
You harden wicked People in their In- 
fidelity, and Neglect of their Salva- 
tion, by calling yourſelf a Chriſtian, 
and living like a Heathen, in the Con- 
tempt of one of the greateſt Means. 
of Salvation :—— You live in a State, in 
which all your Prayers, whether public 
or private, whether for yourſelf or for 
others, will be rejected. 
In ſhort, you provoke God every 
Day more and more to withdraw his 
Grace, — To leave you to your own 
corrupt Way of Living, till you have 
filled up the Meaſure of your Sins, 
and prepared for. yourſelf a Sentence 
not to be heard without trembling ; 
I ell you, that none of thoſe Men 
that were bidden, fhall taſte of my Sup- 
per, The Marriage-Supper of the 
Lamb in Heaven. 

How great then muſt the Sin of 
thoſe be, who neglect to adminiſter, = 

0 
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of thoſe who turn their Back upon this 
Ordinance, upon which our Salvation 
depends! It being the Blood of Chriſt 
which muſt cleanſe us from all Sin.— 


1 John i. 7. 


\ F TER all, this is not to encou- 
rage any Perſon to go to the Lord's 
Supper without a Yedding-garment, 
without a due Regard to the Duty.— 
For a Man may go ſo unworthily, as 
to receive Judgment, inſtead of a Bleſj- 
ng:—For Example, ——Such as live 
in any known Sin unrepented of; — 
Such as are not ſincerely reſolved to 
live, and be governed, by the known 
Laws of the Goſpel ;——Such as live at 
Variance with their Neighbours, with- 
out being willing to be reconciled ;— 
Such as have done Wrong, and will not 
make Satisfaction, as they are able; 
—— Laſtly, Such as go out of mere Cu- 
 flom, without conſidering the End or 
Benefit of the Ordinance ; and return 
to their uſual ſinful Liberties, as ſoon. 
as the Service is over, 


All 
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All ſuch ought to know, that they 


went unworthily; and if they have 


any true Concern for their Souls, they 


will conſider better, and lay them 


ſelves under ſtricker Obligations, be- 


fore they go again to the Lord's Sup- 
per. 
But then let them not, at the Peril 


of their Souls, deal deceitfully, and. 
make this a Pretence of neglecting to 


go to this Ordinance for the future; 


leſt they provoke God 79 leave them to 
themſelves, which 1s one of the greateſt. 


Judgments that can befal them. 


On the other hand, let not any 
well-meaning Chriſtians be dz/couraged 
with Fears of having gone unwor— 


thily to the Lord's Supper; and ſo for- 


bear, becauſe they do not find all the 
Benefit and Change wrought in them, 
which they hoped for; but let them 
conſider, that a State of Holineſs and 
Perfection is not to be. expected at 
once, but by degrees, and as we ns 
g00d uſc of the Graces, which th 
G ris 
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Holy Spirit from time to time vouch- 
ſafes us: 

A good Chriſtian not being one, who 
has no Inclination to Sin, but oe, who, 
through the Grace of God, immedi- 
ately checks, and ſuffers not ſuch Incli- 
nations to grow into evil Habits. 

God, who knows our Infirmities, 
will accept our fincere Endeavours, 
though attended with Imperfe&ions and 
Backſlidings, provided we condemn _ 
ourſelves for them, and ſtrive to 
amend. 

And let us remember, for our Com- 
fort, that Jeſus Chriſt himſelf pro- 
nounced all his Diſciples (the Traitor 
excepted) to be clean, that is, quali- 
fied to receive this Sacrament, which 
he was going to adminiſter to them, 
although he knew them to be ſubject 
to very great Failings and Infirmities; 
which ſoon appeared, when they all 
forſook him, contrary to their folemn 
Promiſes; but this they repented of, 
and were forgiven by their compaſ- 
ſionate Redeemer, R 

I 
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If therefore you love God, and your 
Neighbour, #hough not 0 fervently as 
you could wiſh ;-—If you have a real 
Dejire of being better, than at preſent 
you find yourſelf to be; — lf the Fruits 
of the Holy Spirit, though in a very 
low Degree, do appear in your Life; 
——Laſtly, if you do daily pray for 
God's Graces, that you may, in his 
good time, be what he would haye 
you to be, and do not live in any 
known Sin ; 3 Ky no means forbear to 
go to this Ordinance, as often as you 
have an Opportunity; and depend upon 
God's Blefling, and an Increaſe of his 
Graces.

upon myſelf, either by turning my 
Back upon this Ordinance, or by go- 
ing to it without Thought, and un- 
worthily.
